Ghe Liberal Arts ‘Genilenan’ 
And Non Productivity 


THE classic reason for a liberal arts education is that it produces 
‘‘sentlemen’’; or so Cardinal Newman maintained, in ‘‘The Idea of a 
University’’. The problem the liberal arts face in the 1960s is this: 
gentlemen are obsolete. 


THE gentlemen which Newman spoke of were to lear nothing 
which could be called, in a present day context, useful; that is, they 
were to receive at college nothing which they could later sell. They 
had no need to sell, those liberal art students of the 19th century, as 
they could expect what was quaintly called ‘‘a living from daddy’s 
estate.’”’ 


IN this year of grace, very few daddys have estates, and those 
that do leave them behind for the government. Classes which, in the 
halycon days of ‘‘going up to university’’, stayed home and tilled the 
turnips to supply the gentleman with his ‘“‘living’’ are now taking 
liberal arts courses themselves. In a society which demands produc- 
tivity, they too are learning to be gentlemen; that is, they too are 
learning to be non-productive. Or else the sons of the tulip tillers are 
taking engineering, economics, or nuclear physics at college, and soon 
making more money that the apprentice gentleman’s daddy doled out 
for all the turnips together. 


NOW, general sociological ramifications to the side, there is some 
question as to what the proud possessor of a BA can do with it. He can 
go on to his MA, of course, and then his PhD... eventually to become 
a professor of one or another branches of the liberal arts, and do his 
bit in raising up more BAs, who in turn will go on for MAs and PhDs... 
but this potentially endless cycle, too, is essentially non productive, 
and smacks of incest, to boot. 


SELLING THE PEARLS 


THE BA can get a job as an ad man, p.r. type, journalist, or simi- 
lar sycophant sullying communication between man and man. In this 
case, however, the arts graduate will be doing the one thing a gentle- 
man cannot do and remain a gentleman — he will be exploiting his 
gentlemanliness, selling cheap what he has been led to believe is a 
pearl of great price. 


OR, he can enter a field — sales, banking, personal work. . . — for 
which he may well be suited, but in which he has not been trained. 
Having spent four years learning how to live, he must begin, at the 
age of 20 or 21, to learn how to make a living. 


THE true liberal arts graduate in the 20th century is in a position 
of having to ignore, or prostitute, his liberal training. He soon dis- 
covers it to be of little use in the market place — and the uses to which 
it can be put are often shameful.

Drive Opens Go Finance 


New Demands 
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Chairman McCallum 


Much must be done... 


IN addition to the completion of the Vanier library this summer, the 
campus will also be the scene of the September opening of the John XXIII 
House, a student centre established by the Archdiocese of Montreal. 


REV. Dominic McCormack, ’45, executive director of the Diocesan 
Priesthood Guild, will be the resident chaplain. The house will be oper- 
ated by the guild. 


THE primary purpose of the centre is to establish closer contact 
between Loyola students and the archdiocese. Located at 3500 Belmore 
avenue, east of the stadium, the centre will have living accomodations for 
Loyola students considering entry to the priesthood. The limited number 
of rooms available are already booked for this fall. 


OTHER facilities will include a spiritual library, chapel, lounge and 
meeting rooms. Fr. McCormack envisions a program of guest lecturers, 
days of recollection, discussion groups and other activities designed to 
encourage the spirit of ecumenicism and to foster vocations. 


EXPLAINING the motivation behind the centre, Fr. McCormack sum- 
marized its inspiration for The Alumnus: 


‘‘THE diocese has long felt the need for on-the-spot contact with the 
students at the College to whom the English-speaking section of the 
diocese, with its various works, is relatively unknown.

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THIS year’s annual Alumni 
Fund drive opens next month under 
the chairmanship of Bernie McCal- 
lum ’43. The goal: to lessen the 
College’s outlay for technical 
equipment. 


OVER the past four years 
Loyola has been forced by demands 
of the sciences to acquire addi- 
tional equipment for its computing 
centre and laboratories valued at 
$1,000,000. Much more must be 
added each year and the fund drive 
this year is seen as the only means 
by which the College can keep 
pace with the demands. 


THE campaign will be run on a 
competitive basis. Each class will 
be assigned a representative and 
contributions from the various clas- 
ses will be weighted according to 
their relative percentages. 

WHILE the campaign itself 
does not get under way until late 
September, vice-chairman Ted 
McNicholl ’43 is now selecting 
class representatives. 

IN early September the repre- 
sentatives will meet to discuss 
final details of the drive. In Novem- 
ber a telethon will conclude the 
campaign. 

BERNIE McCallum feels that 
although the objective this year is 
higher than previous drives, it can 
be reached if all alumni are con- 
tacted. A mailing piece has been 
sent out to all graduates in an ef- 
fort to establish just such a con- 
tact.

Friends Fete Fr. Stanford 
After 16 Years At Loyola 


IN a farewell tribute to a long-time friend, a 
group of 150 alumni gathered in Hingston Hall July 
27 to féte Fr. Lionel Stanford, who leaves Loyola 
this year to become Rector of St. Paul’s High School, 
Tuxedo, Manitoba. A member of the class of ’29, Fr. 
Stanford has been on the college faculty since 1948. 


PRESIDENT Harry Hemens presented the As- 
sociation’s gift of a cheque to Fr. Stanford for use 
toward his record collection. Classmate Fr. Foley 
presented the purse received from Fr. Stanford’s 
many friends. 


HIGH PRAISE 


FR. MALONE, Mr. Hemens and Fr. Foley were 
high in their praise of the service to Loyola and 
fellow alumni by Fr. Stanford. Chairman Bill Wilson 
also read two of the many letters which arrived for 
the evening — from the Governor General and Fr. 
Stanford’s brother, Fr. Maurice, in Darjeeling, India. 


SAID Fr. Stanford: ‘‘Within these walls I have 
spent some of the happiest days of my life, and now 
obedience has called me to another task. Not a more 
important one, but a more prominent version of the 
same. The eyes are more prominent than the heart, 
but surely not more important. 


‘“NOW I am Rector of St. Paul’s,’’ he continued, 
‘‘but I shall always glory in having been a teacher of 
Loyola in Montreal. And if God in His mercy hears 
my prayer, that is someday what I shall someday be 
again.’’ 
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EARLIER in his ‘address Fr. Stanford stated: 
‘‘T have had the privilege and the joy of teaching 
some of you and the sons of some others. Associa- 
tions of that nature are not easily broken. 


‘fHORACE said ‘I have built a monument more 
lasting than bronze’, and every teacher can in some 
way make that same boast,’’ he continued. ‘‘Sky- 
scrapers, super-highways, great bridges will some 
day lie in ruins; but the human character has an 
eternal destiny — and that is what a teacher has 
helped to form.’’ 


BEST ALLIES 


FR. STANFORD stressed the important role 
played by lay members of the Association and added 
that they are one of the best allies the College can 
find in the field of education. 


‘‘BEING on the outside,’’ he said, ‘‘and being 
very much immersed in life in the world, they have 
first hand knowledge of what today’s conditions 
demand. For that reason, and for others, I say thank 
God for the Alumni.’’ 


FR. STANFORD continued: ‘‘And as a member 
of the staff of Loyola for the last 16 years, I would 
like to say ‘thank you’ to the alumni for their tangible 
and intangible contributions to the College.’’s

Record Number Graduate

MAY 23 saw 194 new alumni join the ranks of the 
Alumni Association as a record number of graduates 
received degrees at the 68th annual convocation of 
Loyola College. 


THE exercises, held for the first time on the 
plaza of Hingston Hall, the new student residence, 
were witnessed by a crowd in excess of 1,000. The 
open air ceremony took place in brilliant sunshine 
as forecasts of bad weather failed to materialize. 


KEYNOTE speech of the afternoon was the con- 
vocation address delivered by Patrick D. Taggart- 
Cowan, president of newly-created Simon Fraser 
University in Burnaby, British Columbia. 


DR. Taggart-Cowan brought greetings from the 
Pacific Coast and from his institution which is due to 
open its doors in 1965 with an enrollment of 2,000. 


PRESIDENT Taggart-Cowan’s talk focused on 
education as a goal and the responsibilities of Cana- 
dians, especially university graduates, to ‘‘those 
less fortunate than yourselves. ’”’ 


HE told the graduates: ‘‘If the full rewards of 
your training are to be yours you must look on the 
pursuit of knowledge as a continuing activity.’’ 


LATER he said: ‘‘The education race in the 
world today is far more vital and the stakes far higher 
than the much publicized space race. 


*fOUR university population is expanding rapid- 
ly,’’ he continued, ‘140,000 in 1962-63, estimated to 
rise to 230,000 in 1967 and to 312,000 in 1971.”’ 


HE said that expansion of physical facilities 
was not the only problem faced by institutes of high- 
er learning. He then cited statistics and mentioned 
that only 12.8 percent of the number of Canadians in 
the 18-21 year age group go to university as compared 
with 39.5 percent in the US. 


“‘T suggest to you that these figures reveal a 
situation that must be the concern of every university 
educated man and woman in Canada,’’ he continued. 


HE believed that the responsibilities of Cana- 
dians were not only domestic but should be extended 
to the newly emerging nations as well. 


‘“TRUE peace is built on educational opportu- 
nity,’’ he said, ‘‘not on a dichotomy of haves and 
have nots.’’ =

THE Annual Meeting of the Association was held May 13th on the 
campus under the chairmanship of Paul Gallagher, B.A. ’50. Approximately 
70 members heard the president and committee chairmen present their 
reports on the year’s activities. 


THE slate of officers proposed by the nominating committee was 
elected by acclamation. Harry J. Hemens, QC, B.A. ’32, will serve a 
second term as president. Newcomers to the Board of Directors are: 
William G. Brayley, B.A. ’45, honorary secretary; Lucien G. Rolland, B.A. 
’36, honorary treasurer; Robert G. Beauregard, B.A. ’60, Charles A. 
Phelan, B.A. ’48, and William H. Wilson, Jr., B.A. ’53, councillors. 


THE president paid tribute to the retiring members of the board and 
praised the services of all officers of the Association. He also outlined 
the innovations and progress on projects made during the year, stressing 
the introduction of the Loyola Medal and the formation of out-of-town 
chapters. 


CHAPTER HEADS 


CONSTITUTIONAL amendments were approved at the meeting en- 
larging the Board of Directors to include the presidents of any such chap- 
ters as well as the Director of Development of the College, ex officio. 


THE financial reports show consolidated revenues of $15,590 which 
were disbursed as follows: administration of the Association, $10,725; 
bursaries, gifts, and transfers to the Student Loan Fund, $3,870; and 
retained surplus, $985. The Loan Fund equity as at March 31, 1964 stood 
at $21,623 and the Alumni Fund equity at $9,798. 


REV. John E. O’Brien, SJ, B.A. ’45, new moderator of the Associa- 
tion, addressed the meeting briefly on the evolution Loyola has experi- 
enced between his own stays as student, regent, and professor. 


REV. Patrick G. Malone, SJ, president of the College, announced 
the formation of a revised Board of Governors, close to 50 per cent of 
whose members are alumni, and of the Loyola Associates, a women’s 
committee under the partonage of Her Excellency Madame Georges P. 
Vanier, to promote the stocking of the new Vanier Library. Latest pro- 
jections envision an enrollment at Loyola of 5000 by 1971, including an 
increasing number of co-ed students. The High School will move to its 
own campus in Cote St. Luc in September, 1966.

Sheology Seminar 


A group of 180 theologians from North America and 
abroad attended the first annual ‘‘Contemporary Theological 
Institute’? held at Loyola June 29 to July 3. The purpose of 
“‘The Decisive Decade: 1954—1964’’ was to examine the 
work being done in the field at the present time. 


THE Institute, a brain-child of Fr. Elmer O’Brien S.J., 
former head of the theology department, brought the theolo- 
gians together to cover the work of the last decade. Heavy 
emphasis was placed on recent publications. 


SESSIONS were held in the Drummond auditorium and 
Hingston Hall, where the delegates were also housed and fed. 


FIVE key-note lecturers headed the sections covered. 
The week-long Institute was opened by Fr. Joseph Crehan, 
S.J., of London, England, who reviewed the main theological 
trends of the decade. Fr. Crehan is the editor of the ‘‘Cath- 
olic Dictionary of Theology’’. 


HE was followed by Fr. Roland E. Murphy of the Cath- 
olic University of America who dealt with the Old Testament. 
He specifically stated that recent scrolls found in the Middle 
East had rejuvinated theology and had been a source of 
common ground for Catholic and non-Catholic theologians 
alike. 


FR. John T. Collins, editor of ‘‘New Testament Ab- 
stracts’’ covered the field of New Testament studies. Fr. 
Walter J. Burghardt S.J., of Maryland’s Woodstock College, 
spoke on Patristic studies. He is co-editor of ‘‘Ancient 
Christian Writers’’. Fr. John H. Miller, CSC, of Notre Dame, 
dealt with liturgical studies. He isthe author of the ‘‘Year- 
book of Liturgical Studies’’. 


FR. Elmer O’Brien took as his theme ‘‘Theology in 
Transition’’. In the last session, he summed up the forces at 
work in theology, especially in the decisive decade. He 
managed, at the same time, to synthesize much of the pre- 
vious material covered during the week. He felt that one of 
the most conspicuous factors in the growth of latter day 
theology had been the rise of the lay theologian. 


A book fair sponsored by Browser’s Bookshop and the 
SCM Bookroom of Toronto was a highlight of the conference. 
It was located in a large room adjacent to the main lounge at 
Hingston Hall. Many delegates expressed surprise with the 
high quality of books displayed. @
